ODD RUSSIAN CUSTOM& 


None* o f th * 
Q u eer W ay* o f C a tc h in g ’ 
T hieve* I n th e R u r a l D istrict* . 
There is but little demand for de­ 
tectives in somo parts of Russia. 
Not that tho citizens in those parts 
are specially noted for tho observ­ 
ance of tho cardinal commandments. 
Tho Russian peasant has many ex­ 
cellent characteristics. 
Ho is mus­ 
cular, hardened, courageous, willing 
to obey; ho can stand all tho hard­ 
ships of climate and labor and tho 
greatest deprivations ; ho is also nat­ 
urally kind hearted, hospitable and 
readily contented with tho coarsest, 
food and tho plainest log but. 
But thoro is also a dark side to his 
character. 
Ho xviii imlulgo from 
time to time in short sproos, Win n 
ho exhibits uncontrollable levity, 
sensuality and an insatiable thirst 
for spirituous liquors. 
And those 
moral defects are crowned with tho 
deepest ignorance and superstition. 
In somo of the rural districts tho 
latter forms part of tho life of tho 
nushik. 
He will give greater cre­ 
dence to tho divinations of tile char­ 
latan and tho ridiculous traditions of 
his locality than to sensible delibera­ 
tion or tho results of exporionco. 
In his farm labors of soodtimo and 
harvest, of plowing and hay cutting 
and other tasks, ho is not ruled by 
tho nature of tho soil or climatic con­ 
ditions, but follows certain days of 
his church calendar. Ho never com­ 
mences an important job on an u n ­ 
lucky day, and thoro are a groa'. 
many unlucky days in tho Russian 
almanacs. 
Tho belief in sorcerers and witches 
is still in full bloom there. In. casual­ 
ties or sickness with man or beast 
tho Russian farmer knows but one 
oracle—tho wise old nushik of tho 
town, who is accredited with super­ 
natural gifts. 
Ho ascribes even to 
himself and his family a certain 
magic power acquired by a strict ob­ 
servance of ancient customs and 
ceremonies. 
Most original aro tho moans ho 
emploj’s to catch a thief suspected of 
belonging to tho family circle, 
lf 
anything has been stolen winch con­ 
voys tho thought of a n. isculino 
thief, lie locks ll tho male 
embars 
of his household—relatives a a1 hired 
help—in a dark room. 
A hen is 
ducked in a tub of black soot, turned 
looso in tho dark room, and tho door 
is kept locked for a quarter of an 
hour or more. 
Tho farmers believe positively that 
tho hen will take refugo with tho in­ 
nocent, but will avoid tho guilty 
ones. 
Suddenly tho old fanner en­ 
ters with a largo torch, and woo to 
tho unfortunate individual whose 
pantaloons aro not besmeared with 
soot. 
Ho is undoubtedly tho thief, 
and if ho cannot rostoro tho stolen 
property ho will be compollod to ro­ 
tund its value. 
In other cases tho loser of articles of 
clothing or jowolry balances a flour 
siovo on his index finger, and while 
doing so ho pronounces tho names 
of his acquaintances. 
If tho sievo 
threatens to fall at tho pronunciation 
of any name, its owner is pronounc­ 
ed tho culprit. 
Still another method is employed 
for tho apprehension of thieves. 
A 
bowl is filled to the brim with water. 
Tlio names of the members of the 
family and acquaintances aro written 
on small slips of paper. 
These aro 
rolled up and thrown on the w ater’s 
surface. 
Tho paper bits that re­ 
main within tho bowl contain tho 
names of tho innocent. 
If one or 
more fall out, they contain tho names 
of tho thieves, or at least of those 
having a guilty knowledge of tho 
theft. —Exchange.

dairymen who are rearing well-bred 
talves cit lier for service as heads of 
herds or for cows to supply such herds 
With first-class milking stock, to have 
their skim-inilk loft to them in the 
best possible condition for feeding pur 
poses—it being practically impossible 
lo feed slop and get g<M>d results. 
Ex|»erience teaches me some very 
Interesting lessons about sklm-milk 
for calves, having used it from shal­ 
low settings with excellent results. 
Then for eighteen mouths the Cooley 
cream er furnished a most eteelleut 
beverage for tlx* growing element of 
my herd, but when our creamery ojjeti- 
ed tip we presumed that tile separator 
would skim somewhat cleaner than 
the Cooley system, which we found to 
be the case. 
F or eighteen months our calves were 
fed creamery sklm-milk. for the first 
six months with considerable suc­ 
cess, but as the creamery grew older 
and its utensils 
became 
worn and 
harder to clean, tlx* greater seemed to 
be the trouble to get sweet milk home, 
and during the month of inst March, 
when tile creamery was run but ev­ 
ery other day, the milk became so sour 
that it turned to clabber on the sec­ 
ond day av believer the tem perature 
rose to .TO degrees. Tilt* principal dif­ 
ficulty was in the milk not having 
proper care before sending it to Hie 
creamery, but one scarcely desires to 
begin tile sam e care during winter 
months flint the sum m er demands, 


been a very favorable one for thia pur­ 
pose, and as the bugs are now in a 
weakened condition the spores should 
be applied as soon as possible. Many 
farm ers fail to find the bugs in their 
fields, or have not takeu the trouble 
to search for them, as no dam age to 
the growing crops is visible, yet tho 
bugs are still with them in large num ­ 
bers, mating and depositing their eggs 
for the destructive brood which will 
appear a little later. The favorable 
season lias simply retarded the bugs 
while helping the plants, and there is 
but little doubt that the small grains 
will m ature l*efore the lings lM*eome 
numerous and powerful enough to 
cause much damage. But the danger 
to corn remains, and every farm er 
should do ills lM»st to kill as many of 
the bugs as he can. For tills purpose 
these lines have In'en written. Those 
that Avish to use Hie sj»ores can have 
them, with directions for using them 
by w riting to the entomologist.—l*rof.

This state of affairs has been so 
much of a detrim ent to many patrons 
In rearing the heifer calves out of 
their herds some have gone back to 
their Cooleys or put in sn all separa­ 
tors so that a supply of fresh skiui-milk 
can be relied on for both house use 
ami the young calves, and the cream 
either sold for ice cream p a r i s e s pr 
sent to the creamery to be churned 
anil marketed. 
This brings 
to mind 
the query 
w hether to buy a separator or creamer 
for cows. The cream er where it can 
be attached to a running stream of 
Ava tor of sufficient 
volume that av 111 
register close to r»o degrees is, we con­ 
sider. a very satisfactory investment 
and In every way gives nearly perfect 
satisfaction, though it may not sep­ 
arate quite so closely as the separa­ 
tor. 
On the other hand, where ice is put 
up and used to cool w ater altogether. 
Hie cost is materially increased. Wp 
Avould say that the annual cost per 
Cow would not be less than $5 to se­ 
cure a supply sufficient to run ten 
cows. Some better results could be 
gotten out of spring w ater by cutting 
off AA’ben Hie milk is cooled to the tem ­ 
perature of the Acater and some ice 
added at probably half the cost where 
ice Avas entirely depended on for cool­ 
ing the milk and raising cream. 
This latter plan may bo Hie best 
for a herd of five to eight coavs, but 
It seems to us that a herd of ten 
cows, rather than to furnish ice to 
cool their supply of milk, to secure 
perfect satisfaction, a separator Avould 
serve the best purpose aud probably 
be the cheapest in the long run. One 
feature about the separator should 
be taken into consideration, and that 
is its complications, which necessi­ 
tate the presence of a mechanic twice 
I day. It cannot be handled by a care- j 
less person 
av it bout danger of either I 
ruining the machine or doing {>oor ■ 
work. The dairym an avIio puts his 
money into one of these machines 
may expect to become ti fixture at 
home or pay good tvagcs to some one 
av ho can run R properly. 
The creamer does not require one to 
be a machinist aud the boys can of­ 
ten be left to run tilings, without tile 
boss being always on hand. Due great 
adA’antage to be laid at the door of the 
separator is that less handling of milk 
Is required anti it can be fed Avith the 
natural heat still in it, av Ii ic h Avithout 
doubt, is better relished by the calf 
than if heated the second time. Don’t 
purchase one expecting to get out of 
work, for I Dorp is just w hore it com­ 
mences. 
I siiouj/l hesitate about pur­ 
chasing one unless I had x HP Ugli 
to justify attaching power of sumo 
kind to It,tis I know a dairym an who 
put in a separator in place of a cream ­ 
er and had to hire a good, strong hand 
to turn it. 
For some months we have gone back 
to our creamer. 
Instead of settling 
the whole milk to the creamery the 
cream only goes, thereby leaving Hie 
skiin-milk In a wholesome condition 
for 
any use 
desired. We ike 
Hie 
plan so much better that it is doubtful 
if we shall consent to go back to 
sending our av hole milk. 
Our calves could not be depended on 
to grow on ti mess of sour milk, and 
the family 
positively 
rejected the 
creamery skimmed product as a table 
beverage. We are not prepared to say 
that avo have not some It ss in fat. but 
the value of a clean, sweet, cold milk 
for home use av hero a growing family 
of children may enjoy it, pays wed 
for the little loss; yet 
avo see no rea­ 
son Avliy Hic skimmed product from 
the hand separator cannot he cooled 
and give nearly as good satisfaction 
for house as from tho creamer. Gto.

U lfffreat F a r m In t h e W o r l d . 
The biggest farm in this country, 
and probably In the world, is situated 
in the southwestern part of Louisiana. 
It extends RN) miles north and south 
and lie miles east and west. It was 
purchased in ISS;5 by a syndicate of 
Northern capitalists, by avIioiu it is 
still operated. At tin* time of its pu r­ 
chase its I,-TOO,OOO acres Avas a vast 
pastppo for epttje belonging p> a f«*AV 
dealers in that country. Now it Is d i­ 
vided Into pasture stations or ranches, 
existing every six miles. The fencing 
Is said to have cost about $r>0,000. The 
land is lK*st adapted for rice, sugar, 
corn and cotton. A tract, say half a 
mile Avitle, is taken, and an engine is 
placed on each side. The engines are 
portable, and operate a cable attached 
to four plows. By this means thirty 
acres are gone over iii a day Avith the 
la lair of only three men. There is not 
a single draught horse on the entire 
place, if Ave except those used by tlx* 
herders of cuttle, of which there are 
10,000 head on the place. The South­ 
ern Pacific railway runs for thirty-six 
miles through the farm. The company 
has three steam boats operating on the 
estate, of Avliich HOO miles art* naviga­ 
ble. It has also an lee house, bank, 
ship yard and rice mills.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


A r * f f o e A b a n d o n e d F a r m * . 
A new use has been found for obnn- 
#oued farms. 
It is Avell knowu flint 
iii Scotland many of the largest land­ 
ed proprietors depend largely upon 
the rcutal of their deer forests in the 
unuual returns from their estates, and 
in England there arc innumerable 
stretches of fund which, at prest*lit 
agricultural prices, pay tMdter to rent 
for standing than farming. It is sug­ 
gested that many almmioncd farm s in 
this country can, at comparatively 
slight expense, la* made to yield a fair 
return by living turned into gam e pre­ 
serves. Gunners have every year to 
go further and further from home In 
search of game. aud tlx* time must 
come. Avhon the English plan of pre­ 
serving game birds will have to be 
adopted, if tlx re is to be any s{)ort 
left In the country. Good. Avellsto c k ­ 
ed shooting 
iuds will then fetch high 
prices, and some Avide-awake business 
meu propose to la* early iii the field. 
The movement has lieen hitherto main- ' 
ly confined to shooting and country 
clubs, which, liaviug acquired runs of 
property, have prohibited tlx* indis­ 
crim inate killing of gam e on their 
lands or of fish In their rivers by the 
public; but it Is probable that such 
acquisition and preservation will soon j 
form a distinct branch of private en t r- 
prlse. 
To shoAv its iMisibilities a Con­ 
necticut farm er has knight up a lot 
of abandoned farm s anti sw am p and 
wood lan^. Aggregating about 
acres, aud fenced ii In. 
In this do­ 
main lie intends to encourage the de­ 
velopment of all kinds of game indig­ 
enous to that region 
winged, finned 
or four-footed. He has one patch of 
twelve acres sown aa holly to buck­ 
wheat, which will not la* cut, but left 
for tile “Bob W hites.” Those birds 
perish In great numbers Iii hard win­ 
ters, as Avell na milled grouse, anti 
plenty of brush will la* left on the res 
ervation for their protection ti lid shel­ 
ter.

use. While those of Avido experience 
may smile at this speculation, it Is

| men differ. T hat there is no ground 
Avliatever for believing that seedless 
grapes can lie produced iii this way. 
is evident from the case of Hie red 
current of our gardens. This has been 
continuously propogated by cuttings 
from Hie time av lieu the Romans had 
sway in England; ami yet. as is Avell 
knoAvn, it produces seeds as freely to­ 
day, its if it had beeu raised contin­ 
uously from seeds for 2,000 years. Ju st 
how nature does produce the seedless 
grapes is not yet Avell knoAvn; and the 
honest at SAver to the question as to 
hoAV the seedless grapes are produced

To assist farm ers in their 
War against chinch bugs Bulletin No. 
37 xvas prepared, xvhich can be hail 
upou application to this station. In 
this bulletin the life history of this In­ 
sect was given, indicating the weak 
points where successful work could bo 
done to kill the bugs. The bulletin 
gives a full account of the various 
methods of fighting the chinch bugs, 
aud discusses also tho application of 
the diseases for the sam e purpose. 
Since the above bulletin xvas prepared 
the legislature of Minnesota, recog­ 
nizing the importance of this xvork, 
has made a liberal appropriation to 
continue this and other experiments 
for the benefit of the agricultural com­ 
munity. With a la tte r equipment, in­ 
cluding numerous 
instrum ents and 
other appliances, it xvas soon found 
that the spores of the disease could la* 
grown upon many substances, so that 
it was no longer necessary to breed 
them upon the chined bug* them ­ 
selves. Tho entomologist can noxv pro­ 
duce every day a sufficient num ber of 
spores to fill many thousands of small 
tin boxes, which farm ers can secure 
by writing for them. The spores thus 
produced upon corn meal and beef tea 
are very vigorous, and soon com muni­ 
cate the disease to healthy bugs, pro­ 
viding we bring the spores in con­ 
tact with them. To do so various 
methods have la*en adopted, of xvhich 
the best one is to m ’x aud shake the 
spores growing upon the artificial food 
with w ater and spray this upon the 
bugs.

A Trip to Leech Lake. 


The country to the north of Braio- 
erd which has b een opened up b y the 
B rainerd S c N orthern M innesota rail­ 
road is one full of interest to people 
in this section of the state, and a trip 
to Leech Lake b y rail can now b e ac­ 
com plished in a forenoon with ease 
and com fort. 
The w riter visited that 
section of the country on M onday in 
com pany with A. F. Ferris. 
Leaving 
B rainerd at 8:20 in the m orning on 
the regular passenger train, of which 
Ed L aughlin is conductor, we wore 
rapidly carried through the pine for­ 
ests to L othrop, which is the head­ 
quarters for the com pany, and the 
present end of the line, although the 
steel is laid to the lake, b ut regular 
trains do not run there yet. 
L othrop 
is quite a b usiness place b ut the loca­ 
tion is a very undosirab le one, b eing 
almost in a swamp. 
W hile the town 
is not regularly laid out there are 
streets and b usiness places such as 
one would find in a frontier town. 
T he com pany's b uildings are large 
and well constructed, consisting of a 
large warehouse where the supplies 
are stored, 
b oardiDg house, office 
b uilding, three stall round house and 
repair shops. 
W. J. Bain is located 
there and is village doctor aud post­ 
m aster. 
F red L uken has 
a b ranch 
store there, and Sisler A Cowan run 
the only licensed saloon in the place. 
F. C. M earns, in charge of the com ­ 
pany’s office at that place, took par­ 
ticular pains to show us the town, and 
is a very pleasant gentlem an to meet. 
From L othrop to the b ridge which 
crosses the south arm of Leech L ake 
it is six miles, and m com pany with 
J. G’Leary, who has oharge of the 
construction work.Jwe took passage in 
a b ox car to that point. 
The b ridge 
across the arm is 2000 feet long, aud 
was constructed last winter, and in 
order to reach the opposite shoro one 
has to walk a 1G inch plank, at an ele­ 
vation of 20 feet ab ove the lake The 
contractors are at work ou the grade 
which is nearly ready for the ties 
three miles b eyond the b ridge, and 
the road follows the shore of the lake 
ab out seven miles. 
Frost A Shaw run a steam b oat for 
freight and passenger b usiness across 
the arm , and are doing a good b usi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Frost has taken a piece of 
land some five miles up the lake from 
the b ridge, and has one of the pret­ 
tiest locations on that b eautiful shoet 
of water. 
He had arranged a d anc­ 
ing pavillion and a dance was to b e 
given there yesterday, to celeb rate 
the F ourth in fitting style, with a 
m oonlight excursion on the lake. The 
Indians at the agency were also ar­ 
ranging for a grand celeb ration with 
canoe races and athletic sports, an ac­ 
count of which will b o given in these 
colum ns next week b y a special cor­ 
respondent. 
Another large steam ­ 
b oat is in course of const ruction b y 
N. Dallie, of E agle Bund, which will 
b e used to haul logs across the lake 
to a saw mill which tho gentlem an 
will erect.

A Trip to Leech Lake. 
Tho country to the north of Brain 
erd which has been opened up by the 
Brainerd & Northern Minnesota rail 
road is one full of interest to people 
in th is section of the state, and a trip 
to Leech Lake by rail can now be ac 
complished in a forenoon with ease 
and comfort. The writer visited that 
section of the country on Monday in 
company with A. F. Ferris. Leaving 
Brainerd at 8:20 in the morning 
the regular passenger train, of which 
Bd Laughlin is conductor, we were 
rapidly carried through tho pine for 
ests to Lothrop, which is the head 
quarters for the company, and the 
present end of the line, although the 
steel is laid to the lake, but regular 
trains do not run there yet. 
Lothrop 
is qnite a business place bat the loca 
tion is a very undesirable one, being 
almost in a swamp. 
While the town 
is not regularly laid out there are 
streets aud business places such as 
one would find in a frontier town 
The company's buildings are large 
and well constructed, consisting of a 
large warehouse where the supplies 
are stored, 
boarding house, office 
building, three stall round house anc 
repair shops, W. J. Bain is locater 
there and is village doctor sod post­ 
master. 
Fred Luken has a branch 
store there, and Staler A Cowan run 
the only licensed saloon in the place 
F. O. Mearns, in charge of the com­ 
pany’s office at that place, took par­ 
ticular pains to show us the town, anc 
ia a very pleasant gentleman to meet 
From Lothrop to the bridge which 
crosses the south arm of Leech Lake 
it is six miles, aud in company with 
J. O’Leary, who has charge of the 
construction work,|we took passage in 
a box car to that point. The bridge 
across the arm is 2000 feet long, and 
was constructed last winter, and in 
order to reach the opposite shore one 
has to walk a 16 inch plank, at an ole 
vation of 20 foot above the lake, The 
contractors are at work on the grade 
whioh is nearly ready for the ties 
three miles beyond the bridge, and 
the road follows the shore of the lake 
about seven miles. 
Frost & Shaw run a steamboat for 
freight and passenger business across 
the arm, and are doing a good busi­ 
ness. Mr. Frost has taken a piece of 
land some five miles up the lake from 
the bridge, aud has one of the pret­ 
tiest locations on that beautiful sheet 
of water. He had arranged a danc­ 
ing Pavillion and a dance was to be 
given there yesterday, to celebrate 
the Fourth in fitting style, with a 
moonlight excursion on the lake. The 
Indians at the agency were also ar­ 
ranging for a grand celebration with 
canoe races and athletic sports, an ac­ 
count of which will be given in these 
columns next week* by a special cor­ 
respondent. 
Another large steam­ 
boat is in course of construction by 
N. Dallie, of Eagle Bond, which will 
be used to haul logs across the lake 
to a saw mill which the gentleman 
will erect.

SU.m Milk F ro m C ream e ry . C ream e r 
a i,,i H and S e p a ra to r, th e E x p e ri­ 
ence 
h D airyinnii on th is Sub- 
Ject—P o u ltry P o in ts. 


It is 
quite 
an item with 
m any 
dairym en who are rearing well-bred 
ralves either for service as heads of 
herds or for cows to supply such herds 
with tirst-dass milking stock, to have 
tlieir skim-milk left to them iu the 
best i>ossible condition for feeding pur 
poses—it being practically impossible 
to feed slop and got good results. 
Fxperienee teaches me some very 
Interesting lessons about skim-milk 
for calves, having used it from shal­ 
low settings with excellent results. 
Then for eighteen months the Cooley 
cream er furnished a most eceelleat 
beverage for the growing element of 
my herd, but when our cream ery open­ 
ed up we presum ed that tin* separator 
would skim som ew hat cleaner ttiau 
tlie Cooley system, which we found to 
be the case. 
F o r eighteen m onths our calves were 
fed cream ery skim-milk. for the first 
six m onths with considerable suc­ 
cess, but as the cream ery grew older 
an d its utensils 
became 
worn am) 
haixlor to clean, tin* greater seemed to 
he tIk* trouble to get sweet milk home, 
and during the month of last March, 
w hen the cream ery was run but ev­ 
ery other day, the milk became so sour 
th a t it turned to clabber on the sec­ 
ond day w henever the tem perature 
rose to 50 degrees. The pi ineipxil dif­ 
ficulty w as in the milk not having 
proper care before sending it to the 
creamery, but one sexireely desires to 
begin the sam e care during w inter 
m onths that the sum m er dem ands. 
One yes j- ago we tried to sterilize im- 
m ediafe'y a fte r separation, but the ex ­ 
perim ent did not prove a success from 
the fact above mentioned, th a t the 
product th a t came into the creamery 
lxad uot been well cart'd for by being 
aerated or rapidly eoob*d xifter draw n 
from the cow. Such care cannot 1m» 
dem anded at the hands of every p at­ 
ron, an d vie presum e that this dittl- 
culty occurs with most creameries. 
This state of affairs has l>eon so 
much of a detrim ent to m any patrons 
in rearing the heifer calves out of 
their herds s o u k * have gone back to 
their Cooleys or put in sn xill separa­ 
tors so that a supply of fresh skim milk 
can he relied on for J>oth house use 
and the young calves, and the cream 
either sold for ice cream pur|>os#s or 
sent to the cream ery to be churned 
and marketed. 
This brings 
to mind 
the query 
w hether to buy a separator or cream er 
for cows. The cream er where it can 
be attached to a running stream of 
w ater of suflicient 
volume th a t will 
register d o se to 50 degrees is, we con­ 
sider. a very satisfactory investm ent 
and in every way gives nearly perfect 
satisfaction, though it may not sep­ 
arate quite so closely as the sep ara­ 
tor. 
tin the other hand, where ice Is put 
up and used to cool w ater altogether, 
the cost is m aterially increased. 
\\’e 
would say that the annual cost per 
cow would not be less than $5 to se­ 
cure a supply sufficient to run ten 
cows. Some better results could be 
gotten out of spring w ater by cutting 
off when tlie milk is cooled to tin* tem ­ 
perature of the w ater and some ice 
adih'd at probably half the cost w here 
ice was entirely depended <>i) for cool­ 
ing th e milk and raising cream. 
This latter plan may he the i>est 
for a herd of five to eight cows, but 
it seems to us that ;i herd of ten 
cows, rath er than to furnish ice to 
cool their supply of milk, to secure 
perfect satisfaction, :i separator would 
serve the best purpose and probably 
be tlie cheapest in the long run, One 
feature about the separator should 
be taken into consideration, and that 
is its complications, which necessi­ 
tate the presence of a mechanic twice 
i day. 
It cannot be handled by a care­ 
less person without danger of either 
ruining the m achine or doing poor 
work. The dairym an who puts his 
money into one of these machines 
may expect to become xi fixture :it 
home or |Mty good wages to some one 
who can run ir propel lv, 
T he cream er <l»>cs not require one to 
be a machinist and the boys can of­ 
ten he left to run things, w ithout the 
boss being alw ays on hand. One great 
advantage to he lxiid ;it the door of the 
separator is that less hxtndling of milk 
is required and it can be fed with the 
natural hexit still in it. which w ithout 
doubt, is better relished by 11k* calf 
than if heated the second time. Don’t 
purchase one expecting to get out of 
work, for there 's just when* it com­ 
mences. 
I should Jiesitate about pur­ 
chasing one unless 1 hxu] MiUJUglj fidllf 
to ju stify attaching power of some 
kind to it.xis I know a dxiiryman who 
put in a separator in place of xi cream ­ 
er and laid to hire xi good, strong hand 
to turn it. 
F or some months we have gone hack 
to our creamer. 
Instead of set d in g 
the whole milk to tlie cream ery the 
croani only goes, thereby leaving the 
skim-milk in xi wholesome condition 
for 
any use 
desired. We 
ike 
the 
plan so much better that it Is doubtful 
if w e slixill consent to go back to 
Bending our whole milk. 
Our calves could not he depended on 
to grow on a mess of sour milk, and 
the family 
positively 
rejected the 
cream ery skim med product as a table 
beverage. 
We are not prepared to say 
that we have not some h ss in fat. but 
the Yxiliie of xi eh*an, sweet, cold milk 
for home use where a growing family 
of children m ay enjoy it, pays weil 
for the lit11** loss; yet we see no rea­ 
son why the skim m ed product from 
the hand separator cannot he cooled 
and give nearly as good satisfaction 
for house as from the creamer. Gto.

T h e C h i n c h l i n e Dlscnse. 
During tin* last few years m any ex­ 
perim ents have been made here and 
elsewhere to utilize diseases for fight- j 
ing some of our most injurious insects. ! 
At the head of the Large arm v of nox- ; 
lous insects stands the chinch bug, 
j and consequently especial attention 
! has been paid to its destruction by i 
1 various diseases, but chiefly by Sporo- 
1 trichum globuliforum, Spez. or the 
M useardine diso.ase of the chinch hug. 
These experim ents have shown that 
under certain favorable conditions this 
; and sim ilar diseases can lie used with 
I excellent results, hut tHat we should 
: not tru st to them alone to exterm inate 
the foe. To xissist farm ers in their 
War against chinch bugs Bulletin No. 
37 was prepared, \vhlch can be had 
upon application to this station. 
In 
; this bulletin the life history of this in- 
• peet was given, indicating tin* weak 
points w lie re successful work could ho 
iloue to kill the bugs. The bulletin 
gives a full account of the various 
methods of fighting the chinch hugs, 
and discusses also the application of 
tho diseases for the sam e purpose. 
Since the al>ove bulletin w as prepared 
the legislature of Minnesota, recog­ 
nizing the importance of this work, 
has made a liberal appropriation to 
continue this and other experim ents 
for the benefit of the agricultural com­ 
munity. W ith a better equipment, in­ 
cluding 
num erous 
instrum ents 
and 
other appliances, it w as soon found 
th a t the spores of the disease could !w> 
grojvn upon m any substances, sq that 
it w as no longer necessary to breed 
them upon the chinch hugs them ­ 
selves. The entomologist can now pro­ 
duce every day a sufficient num ber of 
spores to till many thousands of small 
tin boxes, which farm ers can secure 
by writing for them. The spores thus 
produced upon corn meal and l>eef tea 
are very vigorous, and soon com m uni­ 
cate the disease to healthy bugs, pro­ 
viding we bring tin* spores in oou- 
j tact with them. To do so various 
methods have been adopted, of which 
I the best one is to m ’x and shake the 
spores growing upon the artificial food 
I w ith w ater and spray this upon the 
hugs. If these are v ery ’ much scat­ 
tered in the field it is best to gather 
Some thousands in a large flat ix*x. so 
that in spraying or sprinkling, most 
of them will come ill contact \yith 
Bporps, tv hep the ljugs can be scat­ 
tered in tm* fields to carry tlie disease 
to others. The season thus far has 


been a very favorable one for this pur- 
I>ose, and as the bugs are now In a 
weakened condition the spores should 
1m* applied as soon as t»ossible. Many 
farm ers fail to find the hugs in their 
fields, or have not taken the trouble 
to scan li for them, as no dam age to 
the growing crops is visible, yet the 
bugs are still with them in large num ­ 
ber*, m ating and depositing their eggs 
for the destructive brood which will 
appear a little later. The favorable 
season has simply retarded the hugs 
while helping the plants, and there is 
but little doubt that the small grains 
will m ature In'fort* the bugs become 
num erous and powerful enough to 
cause much damage. 
But the danger 
to corn remains, and every farm er 
should do his best to kill as many of 
tlie bugs as he can. 
For this purpose 
these lines have lH*eu written. Those 
th a t wish to use the spores can have 
them, with directions for using them 
by writing to the entomologist.—Prof. 
Otto Lugger, St. Anthony Park, M ina

the portable things; a few lengths of 
portable fence, a pKi'txible chicken coop 
and yard where the hens have to In* 
kept close, a portable pig | m*u or calf 
yurd, are all much more desirable iu 
every way than statloiixirv enclosures. 
W e have seen a small pig pen stand 
in oik* filthy uuwholesome place all 
summ er, just liecause the corner posts 
w ere stuck in the ground, when it 
would have boejj better for tilt* health 
of t !it* pig, s:iv4*4l chores and a gomt 
deal of fet*il if tin* pen had been made 
loose from tin* ground and suseeptahle 
of b4*ing moved. Some peoplt* are so 
thoughtless that they do not even 
move the peua and yards that are 
moveable. 
Not long a go v\ 4* came across one of 
these pens in which the poor pig had 
l>4*4*n so long thxit th«*ro was nothing 
hut dry mud and filth for him to move 
around In. 
W ith out* light lift we put 
th 4* pen on to clean grass and ivec4ls 
and the happy pig was so <lelight4*d 
t . *.t Ik* actually hopped up and down, 
wiggled and ran about lie tween every 
m outhful of grass Ik* to4»k, a ml he t4>ok 
them as fast us h*‘ could swallow. 
Try these portable tilings and see 
w hat comfort and profit they 
will 
briug.

T he bigg4*st farm in this country, 
and probably in the world, is situated 
in tin* southw estern part of Louisiana. 
It extends loo miles north an d south 
and 25 miles t*ast and west.

Northern capitalists, by whotu it is 
still operated. At the time of its pur- 
chase its 1,5oo,do<i ner4*s was a vast 
pastpro tor epttje belonging t<* ft few 
dealers in that C4>untry. 
Now it is di­ 
vided into pasture stations or ranchos, 
4*xisting every six miles. The fencing 
is sxiid to have 4'ost alntut $5d,<k.io. The 
land is ls*st adaptisl for rice, sugar, 
corn and cotton. A tract, say half a 
mile wide, is taken, anil an engine is 
placeil on each side. Tiu* 4*ngines are 
portable, and operate a cable attached 
to four plows. 
By this m eans thirty 
acres an* gone over in a day with the 
labor of only three 1114*11. There is not 
a single d raught horse on tho entire 
place, if we except those used by tin* 
li4*rders of cattle, of which there are 


1 (5,0 0 (1 head on the pixioo. The South 
ern Pacific railway runs for thirty six 
miles through tin* farm. Tin* company 
hxis three steamboxits operating 011 tin* 
4*stat4\ of which 300 miles are naviga­ 
ble. 
It hxis also ;in ie4* house, bank, 
ship yard and riei* mills.

T hat there is no ground 
w hatever for believing that RefMlloss 
grapes can he produced iu this way, 
is evident from tin* case of the red 
current of our gardens. This has been 
continuously propogaDal by cuttings 
from tie* time when tho Homan* had 
sw ay in England; and yet, as is w «*11 
known, it produces seeds as freely to­ 
day, as if it had bi*4*n raised contin­ 
uously from S4*cds for 2.(K>0 y4*arg. Ju st 
how nature does preduce the seedh*ss 
grapes is not yet well known; and the 
hom*st tit sw er to the question as to 
how tin* seedless grapes nix* produced 
would 
l»4* to 
say. that 
“ we don't

Tho country to the north of Brain­ 
erd which has been opened up by the 
Brainerd A Northern Minnesota rail­ 
road is one full of interest to people 
in this section of the Btate, and a trip 
to Leech Lake by rail can now be ac­ 
complished in a foreuoon with ease 
and comfort. 
The writer visited that 
section of the country on Monday in 
company with A. F. Ferris. 
Leuving 
Brainerd at 8;20 in the morning on 
the regular passenger train, of which 
Ed Laughlin is conductor, we wore 
rapidly carried through the pine for­ 
ests to Lothrop, which is the head 
quarters for the company, and the 
presontend of the line, although the 
steel is laid to the lake, but regular 
trains do not run there yet. 
Lothrop 
is quite a business place but the loca 
tion is a very undosirable one, being 
almost in a swamp. 
AYhile tho town 
is not regularly laid out there are 
streets and business places such 
one would find in a frontier town. 
The company's buildings are large 
and well constructed, consisting of a 
large warehouse where the supplies 
are stored,

From Lothrop to the bridge which 
crosses the south arm of Leech Lake 
it is six miles, and in company with

a box car to that point. 
Tho bridge 
across the arm is 2000 feet long, aud 
was constructed last winter, and in 
order to reach the opposite shore one 
has to walk a 1G inch plauk, at an ele­ 
vation of 20 feet above the lake The 
contractors are at work on the grade 
which is nearly ready for the tie* 
three miles beyond the bridge, and 
the road follows the shore of the lake 
about seven miles. 
Frost A Shaw run a steamboat for 
freight and passenger business across 
the arm, and are doing a good busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Frost has taken a piece of 
land some five miles up the lake from 
the bridge, and has one of the pret­ 
tiest locations on that beautiful sheet 
of water. 
He had arranged a danc­ 
ing pavillion and a dance was to he 
given there yesterday, to celebrate 
the Fourth in fitting style, with a 
moonlight excursion on the lake. The 
Indians at the agency were also ar­ 
ranging for a grand celebration with 
canoe races and athletic sports, an ac­ 
count of which will be given in these 
columns next week* by a special cor­ 
respondent. 
Another largo steam­ 
boat is in course of construction by 
N. Dallie, of Eagle Bond, which will 
be used to haul logs across the lake 
to a saw mill which tho gentleman 
will orect.
